The Presidential Search Committee 
at Louisiana State University named 
Cal State Long Beach President F. King 
Alexander as the sole finalist for the 
position of president and chancellor of 
the LSU system on Monday, according 
to Terri Carbaugh, associate vice presi- 
dent for external and legislative affairs 
at CSULB. 

The LSU Board of Supervisors will 
vote on March 27 to accept or reject Al- 
exander’s candidacy, Carbaugh said. 

Ernie Ballard, director of media rela- 
tions at LSU, said that Alexander was se- 
lected from a pool of 35 applicants. 

Former LSU Chancellor Mike Martin 
left the system a year ago for a position 
at Colorado State University, according to 
Ballard. The LSU Board of Supervisors 
has since combined the roles of president 
and chancellor into one position, current-

If Alexander accepts the position at 
LSU, Cal State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White would appoint an inter- 
im president while the CSU searched for a 
replacement, according to Carbaugh. 

“It would be a national search to fill 
that position if we needed to,” CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

Carbaugh said Alexander will visit 
LSU in Baton Rouge, La., later this week 
to meet with members from the LSU sys- 
tem’s five campuses, 11 institutions and 
10 hospitals.

On campus crystal healer 
uses singing bowls, chimes

Sean Kubota starts by lighting sage 
and having participants lie down and 
close their eyes. Next, he places seven 
different crystals and precious stones 
on their body while calmly describing 
their purpose, one for each chakra, or 
energy center. Then come the chimes 
and Tibetan singing bowls. 

For five hours every Wednesday, 
Kubota, a senior communications 
major, practices the art of crystal heal- 


ing just above the speaker’s platform 
lawn for students willing to partici- 
pate. Kubota said it’s the best part of 
his week. 

“The whole part of the healing 
is not that these crystals are magic; 
it’s not that these bowls are magic,” 
Kubota said. “It’s that the human body 
is this amazing vessel. We are so much 
more incredible than we realize.” 

The crystals are used as a form of 
grounding, a tie between the partici- 
pant and the earth, according to Kubo- 
ta. For example, black tourmaline is 
placed in the left hand to absorb any 
negative energy residing within the 
heart. The Tibetan singing bowls and 
chimes are used to stimulate internal 
organs and energy flow within the par- 
ticipant’s body, according to Kubota. 

“Everything is energy,’ Kubota 
said. “A certain color has a certain en- 
ergy, a certain frequency. Everything 


does. So everything at its smallest 
structure is vibrating.” 

According to Kubota, the crystals 
and the bowls help energy flow where 
it is needed in the body so that the 
body can be in balance.

and the nation,” Carbaugh said. “Any 
university would be fortunate to have 
him as a leader.” 

Alexander was appointed as the sixth 
president of CSULB in 2006. Douglas 
Robinson, vice president for student ser- 
vices at CSULB, was a member of the 
search committee to find a new president 
when the last president, Robert C. Max- 
son, left. 

Robinson said he sat through the inter- 
views during the search for a new presi- 
dent, which he said became increasingly 
depressing over time; however, he said 
that when Alexander was interviewed on 
the last day of candidate interviews, he 
“just knew” that Alexander would be the 
next president. 

“T think he’s [Alexander] been a won- 
derful leader of this university,” Robin- 
son said. “It should come as no surprise 
that he is in popular demand all around 
the country. It’s not that he wants to 
leave it [CSULB], just that many are 
seeking him out.” 

California State _ Student _Associa- 
tion President David Allison said he has 
worked with Alexander quite a bit and that 
“the CSU would be sad to see him go.” 

“Alexander is a phenomenal educa- 
tion leader,” Allison said. “LSU would 
be lucky to have him.” 

Associated Students Inc. Vice Presi- 
dent Jonathon Bolin said he was blown 
away when he heard that Alexander 
might leave CSULB. 

“If he does go to LSU, they are getting 
a great president and chancellor,” Bolin 
said.

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ASI Senate resolution to 
be delivered to governor

The Associated Students Inc. Sen- 
ate passed a resolution against Gov. 
Jerry Brown’s unit cap proposal last 
Wednesday. Now, ASI executives say 
they plan to place the resolution in 
the governor’s hands this Wednesday. 

Brown is expected to attend this 
month’s Cal State University Board 
of Trustees meeting, which will take 
place today and tomorrow in Down- 
town Long Beach. 

The ASI resolution is against a 
piece of Brown’s budget proposal, 
which would cap the number of units 
a student can take before paying the 
full cost of tuition. Brown’s budget 
proposal, if passed, places a 180-unit 
cap on CSU undergraduate students, 
starting fall 2013; at the start of fall 
2015, the cap would lower to 150 units. 

If students exceed this cap, they 
would be responsible for the full cost 
of instruction, according to the bud- 
get proposal. 

The ASI resolution says Brown’s 
policy would unfairly punish stu- 
dents with majors that require numer- 
ous prerequisites and double majors. 

“We don’t wanit.to come across as 
apathetic,’ ASI Vice-President Jona- 
thon Bolin said. “We have trouble 
with something he’s proposing, and 
we want him to know that, I think 
it creates a bigger impact when stu- 


dents can hand a resolution drafted 
by students to the governor of Cali- 
fornia.” 

The resolution was written with 
help from Students for Quality Educa- 
tion, a student-activist group focused 
on preventing further budget cuts and 
fee increases. Bolin said it was the 
first time ASI and SQE have collabo- 
rated in working on a resolution. 

Bolin, who authored the resolu- 
tion with Senator for the College of 
Liberal Arts Joseph Phillips, said 
that Brown’s push for Proposition 30 
has helped the CSU, and he plans on 
showing that when he hands Brown 
the resolution on Wednesday. 

“We are going to give him credit 
where credit is due, but at the same 
time show him that we are con- 
cerned,” he said. 

According to Brown’s Higher Ed- 
ucation Budget, his plan would “en- 
courage students to identify an edu- 
cational goal and reach it in a timely 
and efficient way.” His plan would 
also allow case-by-case waivers for 
students who are forced to stay in 
school longer because of factors out- 
side of their control. 

Bolin, though, said efficiency isn’t 
always a good thing, especially in an 
educational setting. 

“You don’t want to brag that you 
spend the least amount of money per 
students than any other university in 
the country,” he said. “Efficiency can 
mean churning people out without al- 
lowing them to get a real education.”

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Genetically modified foods should be labeled for our discretion 


A genetically modified organism sounds like 
something you'd see in a sci-fi movie, right? Un- 
fortunately, they’re far from fictional and much 
more present in our daily lives than one would 
ever think. 

Have any corn, tomatoes, potatoes, rice, cereal, 
snack foods or salad dressing lately? Well, there’s 
a high probability that those food products con- 
tained ingredients from plants that were geneti- 
cally engineered. 

But before you start having a panic attack 
about your daily diet and go toss out half of your 
groceries, lets get a general understanding of 
genetically modified organisms (GMOs). 

The basic concept behind GMO production is 
to isolate specific genes, insert those genes into 
certain organisms and produce desirable traits. 
There is a beauty to this scientific method in the 
way that it can help shield crops from infection, 


add more vitamins and nutrients to the organ- 
isms. Many believe that GMOs could be a solu- 
tion to world hunger due to its ability to produce 
higher crop yields. So, what’s all the fuss about 
GMOs infesting our food products? 

The growing concern over GMOs isn’t so 
much the fact that they’re present in our foods; 
they’ve been rampant in our foods since the early

present in them. More and more we’re evolving 
into a food world that relies on transparency. 
Whether you’re buying a cold-pressed juice or 
your favorite cereal, you’re comforted by a USDA 
organic stamp of approval or the FDA nutritional 
facts posted on the back. 

However, the FDA currently does not require

food products containing GMOs to be labeled 
unless the manufacturers themselves voluntarily 
choose to do so. As a result, you'll find little to no 
labeling of GMO products in your local grocery 
stores and food markets at all. 

We should care to be knowledgeable about 
what we’re eating, not only so that we can 
make educated and informed decisions but also 
because it’s still unknown 
whether or not GMOs can lead 
to adverse health defects. The 
European Union, as well as 
Australia, Japan, the UK and two dozen other 
countries, have banned GMO food products as a 
safeguard to public health. In no way, shape or 
form am | suggesting that we go to this length 
and ban all GMO products; this would throw 
a wrench in the gears of a thriving biotech 
industry and could halt food trade and exports 


abroad. My alternative is to require labeling on 
all GMO food products, making it so consum- 
ers can consciously choose to buy or not to buy 
these products. 

Consumers have a right to know what they’re 
buying. Whether the FDA requires GMO labeling 
or not, customers will utilize new resources in 
finding out the truth one way or another. There’s 
already a new iPhone app, ShopNoGMO, that’s 
readily available, and Whole Foods just an- 
nounced that by 2018, all of its stores will require 
GMO foods to be labeled. 

Bottom line is that the FDA needs to be trans- 
parent. It comes down to getting real with the 
American people. Now, I know that sometimes 
that’s a lot to ask, but in this case, it’s really not. 
So, c’mon FDA. Step it up.

“Taxidermy allows me to connect with nature in a 
personal yet unconventional way,” Kuehn said in his 
artist’s statement; “There is a strange balance between 
the once living and now deceased animal which I ma- 
nipulate into lifelike form.” 

“Trophy Room” is about re-thinking taxidermy, 
Kuehn said. 

“Taxidermy is kind of art in a way,” he said. “I 
think they just go side-by-side.” : 

Kuehn’s “re-thinking” of taxidermy in art form 
can be visualized in his work. Instead of using actual 
pelts, Kuehn said his sculptures are re-skinned with 
images. 
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Kuehn’s bobcat sculpture is re-skinned with origami-style paper cutouts. 


His sculpture of a coyote has been re-skinned with 
images from a projection from the ceiling, and his 
bobcat sculpture has been re-skinned with digital 
computer prints. 

The digitally skinned bobcat sculpture caught the 
attention of many viewers. Its lifelike composure 
wasn’t made easily as it had to be cut out into little 
pieces and shaped “almost like origami,” Kuehn said. 

Kuehn’s art also includes actual materials used for 
taxidermy. He said his coyote sculpture, bird and rab- 
bit busts are made from the same type of foam that is 
used by taxidermists 


“TI use] a two-part expanding foam that’s mixed 
together and put in a mold, where it expands into the 
right form,” Kuehn said. “They’re a very lightweight 
material, yet pretty sturdy.” 

Kuehn said that “Trophy Room” will leave viewers 
feeling surprised about seeing taxidermy as art, but 
also hopes that viewers will be able to appreciate what 
he’s brought to the table. 

“Trophy Room” will be free for public view- 
ing Tuesday and Thursday from noon to 5 p.m. and 
Wednesday from noon to 7 p.m. in the Marilyn Werby 
Gallery located on upper campus.

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Women’s water polo deserves more recognition

The Long Beach State women’s 
water polo team would like to send one 
giant statement to the NCAA rankings 
committee: remember us? 

The 49ers (17-3) entered the season 
unranked. LBSU dropped two of its 
first three contests, one of which was an 
overtime loss to No. 7 San Diego State. 

Since then, Long Beach has been 
on a tear, and until Saturday, 49ers 
coach Gavin Arroyo’s crew had been 
unbeatable. 

Thanks to a 14-game winning 
streak, the 49ers arose from the depths 
of Davy Jones’ Locker. The team has

quickly ascended the‘rankings, laying 
claim to the ninth spot in the Colle- 
giate Water Polo Association top 25. 

In that stretch, The Beach accom- 
plished a couple notable feats. 

While the team was at the Counsil- 
man-Billingsley Aquatics Center in 
Indiana, Arroyo picked up his 50th win 
for the club since he arrived at Long 
Beach in 2009. 

Of coutse, good things are bound 
to happen when the team has already 
clinched its first winning season 
under Arroyo and its first since 2006. 
That year, the 49ers went 15-14 in 
their only season with Ken Lindgren 
at the helm. 

The amazing run has seen this 
group of girls sweep not one, but three 
tournaments this year. LBSU had not 
swept a tournament since going 3-0 in 


the LBSU Classic in 2008. 

At the Fluid Four in Bloomington, 
Ind., the 49ers knocked off two ranked 
foes. : 

LBSU defeated No. 19 Michigan, 
11-8, and No. 11 Indiana, 7-4. 

Chelsea Parks leads the 49ers with 43 
goals on the season. Christina Kotsia is 
second on the team with 31 goals. 

After rolling through the tourna- 
ment schedule, The Beach lost its Big 
West opener to eighth-ranked Hawaii. 

The Big West season is the stretch 
where the 49ers must prove them- 
selves: They are in a conference in 
which all eight teams are ranked in 
the NCAA’s Top 20, but none of them 
qualify as a Goliath. That title is 
reserved for No. 1 USC, who defeated 
LBSU, 9-1, at the Lancer Invitation in 
Riverside earlier this year.
